RE: Procedures in case of Major Fire or Earthquake 



WHAT TO DO IN CASE OF FIRE : 

1. At the first indication of a major fire, call the switchboard from the 
nearest inter-campus phone. Be sure to give exact location of the fire 
Do no try to fight a major fire by yourself. 

2. When notified to evacuate the buildings, do so immediately. 

A. Bring your purse and car keys . 

B. Bring a coat or sweater if you have one with you. 

C. Rooms and offices should be left as follows: 

— lights on 

— all doors closed and unlocked 

— all windows closed 

3. To evacuate the buildings, use the stairway nearest you. If any 
stairway is blocked, use the one nearest of access. 

4. After leaving the building, proceed immediately to the street. You 
will receive further directions when you arrive there. DO NOT TRY TO 
LEAVE THE CAMPUS until you are authorized to do so. 



WHAT TO DO IN CASE OF AN EARTHQUAKE : 

The following instructions are for moderate, major and great earthquakes. 

1. Inside any building — get into a doorway, under a heavy table, desk 

or bench. Stay away from windows, overhead lights, glass doors, outside 
walls, or anything made of brick or stone. If you can't walk because of 
the shaking, then crawl on all-fours. Watch for falling objects, such af 
ceilings, light fixtures, etc. 

2. DO NOT TRY TO LEAVE THE BUILDING DURING THE QUAKE. Stay put until the 
building stops shaking — then find a safe way out. Once outside, proceed 
to the street or to any area that is open and away from buildings and 
overhead wires, which could fall on you. 

3. If you are outside, remain there. 

4. Stay outside until you receive directions. Once you are back inside,, 
remember that there are usually several aftershocks, and although the 
intensity of these is less than the original quake, damage may still 
occur. Watch for falling objects and broken giasi> .

WHAT ST A FF SHOULD DO A FTER AN EARTHQUAKE : 

1. Check for injured persons, and when necessary, provide first aid. If 
anyone is seriously injured, don't move them unless there is danger of their 
being injured more severely. 

CALL FOR HELP (PARAMEDICS - 384 - 3131 or 911) 

2. Check for fires in the building, and any situation that could lead to a fire. 
If you smell something hot or burning, check it out carefully. 

(FIRE DEPT. 483 -- G721 or 911) 

3. Check the utilities and shut the gas OFF ONLY if there is a sign that it is 
leaking. If you can't smell gas or hear it leaking, assume it is all right. 

If gas is, or was, leaking, make sure there is no smoking or use of electrical 
appliances in the area to avoid fire. 

4. If there are any water pipes dereged, turn off the main valve. 

5. If there are any exposed wires or evidence of wires being shorted out, then 
turn off the electricity at the main box. 

6. Cheek to be sure sewage lines are not damaged before using toilet facilities. 

7. If you see the utilities outside the building are damaged (e.g. fallen wire), 
contact the authorities.

8. Don't enter any damaged building unnecessarily until you have assessed the 
situation. Allow no one into the building if you do not think it is safe. 

9. Listen to the radio for official reports, information and instructions. Do 
not allow anyone to use the telephone except for reporting emergencies .

( DOES THIS DESCRIBE YOU?) 

Freshmen Expectations "too great " - Research has indicated that college 
freshmen have unrealistically high expectations for themselves. In a sampling 
of 18,000 incoming freshmen at Penn State during the last two years, nearly the 
entire freshmen class - 89% said they expect to have a "B" grade point average 
at the end of their first year of study. Yet, researchers say, an equal 
percentage of students had not maintained a "B" average in high school. 

"They seem to expect some magical transformation," said James J. Kelly, 
Academic Information Program Coordinator in the Division of Undergraduate 
Studies. Kelly said approximately 90% of the incoming freshmen at Penn State 
have filled out an Educational Planning Survey during the last two years. 

The survey also showed that while 67% of incoming freshmen spent 10 hours a 
week or less studying in high school, 96% believe their study skills are 
"excellent to good", Kelly noted. "However, 61% estimate that they will study 
20 hours or less per week, when, in fact, it is important for students to 
recognize that going to college is a full-time job requiring a minimum of 40 
hours a week between classes and study," he said.

WOMEN'S COLLEGE GRADUATES: SATISFIED AND SUCCESSFUL 
(from Glamour Magazine, July, 1985) 

A new study of two "generations" of women's college graduates gives these 
sinj;le-sex schools the highest praise of all: Most respondents would attend 
the same college if they had to choose again. 

"This survey amounts to a major vote of confidence for the learning 
environment at women's colleges," says Patti McGill Peterson, Ph.D., president 
of tfells College and chair of the Women's College Coalition, which conducted 
the survey. 

The Coalition surveyed nearly 5,000 graduates from forty-eight women's 
colleges in the U.S., focusing on the classes of 1967 and 1977. The study was 
intended to find the connection, if any, between the women's college 
experiences and their subsequent life experience, focusing on such factors as 
their careers, earnings, marital status and community/political involvements. 

The typical graduate of a women's college, the study found, is a liberal 
arts major, married and employed full-time. Women in the class of '77 are 
marrying later than the class of '67 graduates did. In the class of '67, 73% 
have children compared with 27% o 47 the class of '77. 

About two-thirds of both classes believe they have achieved recognition in 
their fields. Ninety percent are involved in at last one community activity or 
professional organization. Forty three pecent of the alumnae who work hold 
traditionally male-dominated jobs, such as lawyer , physician, manager «or 
computer specialist; 81 percent have extended their education beyond 
undergraduate degrees. 

The survey is encouraging for women's colleges, many of which have 

restructured their . programs to include business administration and computer 

majors, and have established alumnae networks to help graduatesd find jobs. 

These changes have paid off: During the past fifteen years, women's college 

enrollment has steadily increased.

When I was a kid in Philadelphia, 
I must have read every comic book 
ever published. (There were tewer 
of them then than there are now.) 

I zipped through all of them in a Previewing is especially useful for 
couple of days, then reread the good getting a general idea of heavy 



faster. But I know of 3 that are 
especially good. 

And if I can learn them, 
so can you— and you can put 
them to use immediately. 

They are commonsense, 
practical ways to get the mean- 
ing from printed words quickly 
and efficiently. So you'll have 
time to enjoy your comic 
books, have a good laugh with 
Mark Twain or a good cry with 
War and Peace.

The first two ways can 
help you get through tons of 
reading material— fast— uithout 
reading every word. 

They'll give you the oi>eraJl 
meaning of what >ou're reading. 
And let you cut out an awful 
lot of unnecessary reading. 

1. Preview— if it's 
long and hard

Yes indeed, when I was a kid, 
the reading game was a snap. 

But as 1 got older, my eyeballs 
must have slowed down or some- 
thing! I mean, comic books started 
to pile up faster than my brother 
Russell and I could read them! 

It wasn't until much later, 
when I was getting my doctorate, 
1 realized it wasn't my eyeballs that 
were to blame. Thank goodness. 
They're still moving as well as ever. 

The problem is, there's too 
much to read these days, and too 
little time to read even' word of it. 

Now, mind you, I still read 
comic books. In addition to con- 
tracts, novels, and newspapers. 
Screenplays, tax returns and corre- 
spondence. Even textbooks about 
how people read. And which tech- 
niques help people read more in 
less time. 

I'll let you in on a little secret. 
There are hundreds of techniques 
you could learn to help you read 



reading like long magazine or news- 
paper articles, business reports, and 
nonfiction books. 

It can give you as much as half 
the comprehension in as little as 
one tenth the time. For example, 
you should be able to preview eight 
or ten 100-page reports in an hour. 
After previewing, you'll be able to 
decide which reports (or which 
parts of which reports) are worth 
a closer look. 

Here's how to preview: Read 
the entire first two paragraphs 
of whatever you've ^ 
chosen. Next ^ ^-"'"'^ \ 
read only the %\*«!&J& \ 
first sentence of v o^^- \ . 
each successive 
paragraph.

Then read the entire last two 
paragraphs. 

Previewing doesn't give you 
all the details. But it does keep you 
from spending time on things you 
don't really want-or need-to read. 

Notice that previewing gives 
you a quick, overall view of kmgi 
unfamiliar material. For short, light 
reading, there's a better technique. 

2. Skim-ifit's 
short and simple 

Skimming is a good way to get a 
general idea of light reading-like 
popular magazines or the sports 
and entertainment sections of the 
paper. 

You should be able to skim a 
weekly popular magazine or the 
second section of your daily paper 
in less than half the time it takes 
you to read it now. 

Skimming is also a great way to' 
review material you've read before. 

Here's how to skim: Think of 
your eyes as magnets. Force them 
to move fast. Sweep them across 
each and every line of type. Pick 
up only a few key words in each line. 

Everybody skims differently. 

You and I may not pick up 
exactly the same words when we 
skim the same piece, but we'll both 
get a pretty similar idea of what 
it's all about. 

To show you how it works, 
I circled the words 1 picked 
out when I skimmed the

play, or a contract. And that's O.K. 

But word-by-word reading is a 
rotten way to read faster. It actually 
cuts down on your speed. 

Clustering trains you to look at 
groups of words instead of one at 
a time— to increase your speed enor- 
mously. For most of us, clustering 
is a totally different way of seeing uhat 
we read. 

Here's how to cluste r: Train 
your eyes to see all the words in clus- 
ters of up to 3 or 4 words at a glance. 

Here's how I'd cluster the story 
we just skimmed:

the words-and in less than half the 
time it'd take to read every word. 

So far, you've seen that pre- 
viewing and skimming can give you 
a general idea about content-fast. 
But neither technique can promise 
more than 50 percent comprehen- 
sion, because you aren't reading all 
the words. (Nobody gets something 
for nothing in the reading game.) 

To read faster and understand 
most-if not all-of what you read, 
you need to know a third technique. 

3. Cluster— to increase 
speed and comprehension 

Most of us learned to read by look- 
ing at each word in a sentence- 
one at a time. 

Like this: 

My-brother-Russell-thinks- 
monsters... 

You probably still read this 
way sometimes, especially when 
the words are difficult. Or when the 
words have an extra-special mean- 
ing—as in a poem, a Shakespearean

Learning to read clusters is not 
something your eyes do naturally. 
It takes constant practice. 

Here's how to go about it: Pick 
something light to read. Read it as 
fast as you can. Concentrate on see- 
ing 3 to 4 words at once rather than 
one word at a time. Then reread

the piece at your normal speed to 
see what you missed the first time. 

Try a second piece. First cluster, 
then reread to see what you missed 
in this one. 

When you can read in clusters 
without missing much the first 
time, your speed has increased. 
Practice 15 minutes every day and 
you might pick up the technique 
in a week or so. (But don't be disap- 
pointed if it takes longer. Cluster- 
ing everything takes time and 
practice.) 

,So now you have 3 ways to 
help you read faster. Preview to cut 
down on unnecessary heavy read- 
ing. Skim to get a quick, general 
idea of light reading. And cluster 
to increase your speed and com- 
prehension. 

With enough practice, you'll 
be able to handle more reading at 
school or work— and at home-in 
less time. You should even have 
enough time to read your favorite 
comic books- and War and Peacel

England as oblong rej of the manger of Child. PI urn pudding 

began as "furmety," a thin tasteless port eaten as penance before 
attending Christmas Day church, service. Well-meaning cooks gradually added 
the spices and fruit. 

The Christmas tree was introduced by St. Boniface, a seventh century 
missionary in Germany. In preaching to the then-pagan Germans who worshipped 
the oak tree, he took to planting tiny fir trees as- a symbol of the new faith 
he preached.

International Paper asked Tony Randail-who is on 
The American Heritage Dictionary Usage Panel, 
and loves words almost as much as acting— to tell 
how he has acquired his enormous vocabulary. 

Words can make us laugh, cry, go 
to war, fall in love. 

Rudyard Kipling called words 
the most powerful drug of mankind. 
If they are, I'm a hopeless addict — 
and I hope to get you hooked, too! 

Whether you're still in school 
or you head up a corporation, the 
better command you have of 
words, the better chance you have 
of saying exactly what you mean, 
of understanding what others 
mean — and of getting what you 
want in the world. 

English is the richest language 
— with the largest vocabulary on 
earth. Over 1,000,000 words! 

You can express shades of 
meaning that aren't even possible 
in other languages. (For example, 
you can differentiate between 
"sky" and "heaven." The French, 
Italians and Spanish cannot. ) 

Yet, the average adult has a 
vocabulary of only 30,000 to 
60,000 words. Imagine what we're 
missing! 

Here are five pointers that 
help me learn — and remember — 
whole farrdlies of words at a time. 

They may not look easy — and 



won't be at first. But if you stick 
with them you'll find they work! 
What's the first thing to do 
when you see a word you don't 
know? 

1. Try to guess the meaning 

of the word 

from the way it's used 

You can often get at least part of a 
word's meaning — just from how 
it's used in a sentence. 

That's why it's so important 
to read as much as you can — 
different kinds of things; maga- 
zines, books, newspapers you 
don't normally read. The more 
you expose yourself to new words, 
the more words you'll pick up just 
by seeing how they're used. 

For instance, say you run 
across the word "manacle": 

"The manacles had been on 
John's wrists for 30 years. 
Only one person had a key— 
his wife." 

You have a good idea of what 
"manacles" are — just from the 
context of the sentence. 

But let's find out exactly what 
the word means and where it 
comes from. The only way to do 
this, and to build an extensive 
vocabulary fast, is to go to the 
dictionary. (How lucky, you can — 
Shakespeare couldn't There wasn't 
an English dictionary in his day!) 

So you go to the dictionary. 
(NOTE: Don't let dictionary / 
abbreviations put you off. The f 
front tells you what they mean, 
and even has a guide to 
pronunciation.) 

2. Look it up 

Here's the definition 
for "manacle" in The 
American Heritage 



Dictionary of the English Language. 

man-a-cle (man'a-kal) n. Usually plural. 
1. A device for confining the hands, usually 
consisting of two metal rings that are fastened 
about the wrists and joined by a metal chain; a 
handcuff. 2. Anything that confines or 
restrains. -tr.v. manacled, -cling, -cles. 
1. lb restrain with manacles. 2. lb confine 
or restrain as if with manacles; shackle; fetter. 
[Middle English manicle, from Old French, 
from Latin manicula, little hand, handle, 
diminutive of manus, hand. See man- 2 in 
Appendix.*] 

The first definition fits here: 
A device for confining the hands, 
usually consisting of two metal 
rings that are fastened about the 
wrists and joined by a metal 
chain; a handcuff. 

Well, that's what you thought it 
meant. But what's the idea behind 
the word? What are its roots ? lb 
really understand a word, you 
need to know. 

Here's where the detective 
work — and the fun — begins. 

3. Dig the meaning out by 
the roots 

The root is the 
basic part of 
the word— its 
heritage, its 
origin.

you'll know other words know. And 3) 
at a glance." allows US to pick 

up whole families of new words at 
a time. That's why learning the 
root is the most important part of 
going to the dictionary. 

Notice the root of "manacle" 
ismanws (Latin) meaning "hand." 

Well, that makes sense. Now, 
other words with this root, man , 
start to make sense, too. 

Take manual — something , 

done "by hand" ( man ual labor) or 
a "handbook." And man age — to 
"handle" something (as a 
man ager). When you e man cipate 
someone, you're taking him "from 
the hands of" someone else. 

When you man ufacture 
something, you "make it by hand" 
(in its original meaning). 

And when you finish your first 
novel, your publisher will see your 
— originally "handwritten" — 
man uscript. 

Imagine! A whole new world 
of words opens up — just from one 
simple root! 

The root gives the basic clue to 
the meaning of a word. But there's 
another important clue that runs 
a close second — the prefix. 

4. Get the powerful 
prefixes under your belt 

A prefix is the part that's 
sometimes attached to the 
front of a word. Like — well, 
prefix! There aren't many— 
less than 100 major prefixes — 
and you'll learn them in no 
time at all just by becoming 
more aware of the meanings 
of words you already know. 
Here are. a few. (Some of the 
How-to" vocabulary-building

Don't 
contrad ict yourself." (The literal 
meaning of contradict is "say 
against") 

* • "Oh, that snake's not poison- 
ous. It's a completely innocuous 
little garden snake." (The literal 
meaning of innocuous is "not 
harmful".) 

Now, you've got some new 
words. What are you going to do 
with them? 

5. Put your new words to 
work at once 

Use them several times the first 
day you learn them. Say them out 
loud! Write them in sentences. 

Should you "use" them on 
friends ? Careful — you don't want 
them to think you're a stuffed 
shirt. (It depends on the 
situation. You know when a word 
sounds natural — and when it 
sounds stuffy. ) 

How about your enemies ? You 
have my blessing. Ask one of them 



if he's read that article on pneumo- 
noultramicroscopicsilicovol- 
canoconiosis. (You really can find 
it in the dictionary. ) Now, you're 
one up on him. 

So what do you do to improve 
your vocabulary? 

Remember: 1) Try to guess the 
meaning of the word from the way 
it's used. 2) Look it up. 3) Dig the 
meaning out by the roots. 4) Get 
the powerful prefixes under your 
belt. 5) Put your new words to 
work at once. 

That's all there is to it — you're 
off on your treasure hunt. 

Now, do you see why I love 
words so much? 

Aristophanes said, "By words, 
the mind is excited and the spirit 
elated." It's as true today as it was

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ASKING FOR LETTERS OF RECOMMENDATION 

Faculty members are happy to write letters of recommendation 
to help you obtain a scholarship, a job, an internship, or 
acceptance at a graduate school. But. remember that, when you 
ask for one, you need to observe a few points of courtesy and 
thoughtf ulness . 

1. GIVE INSTRUCTORS ENOUGH TIME TO WRITE YOUR LETTER. 

They are glad to help you, but dropping off an address in 
the morning and saying that the deadline for mailing is 
that afternoon is not only unfair to the instructor but 
disastrous for your chances of getting what you're apply- 
ing for. 

2. GIVE INSTRUCTORS YOU^FULL NAME. 

Your form may be the fourth one received that day, so be 
sure your full name is on it. 

3. LET INSTRUCTORS KNOW WHY YOU NEED THE LETTER. 

Is it for a scholarship, internship, job, acceptance to~gradu- 
ate school? It makes a difference for the person writing 
the letter. 

4. REMIND INSTRUCTORS ABOUT YOUR ACTIVITIES AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 
Your history or chemistry teacher may not know about your 
ASB involvement or your volunteer work at Juvenile Hall, 

so jot down this information for them, and your letter will 
be much more interesting — and much more descriptive of you. 

5. PROVIDE A CLEAN, -FRESH, ADDRESSED, AND STAMPED ENVELOPE. 
You dont want your letter to arrive in a tacky envelope 
because that makes you look tacky, too. And if instructors 
take time to write a recommendation, you wouldn't want them 
to spring for the postage, would you?

Testimony of an 18 year-old woman in El Salvador: 

"On February 24, there was a military operation along the 
road from Suchitoto to the lowlands and the highland areas. There 
were eight helicopters, two A-37s (fighter bombers) and a plane 
we call "El Tuncon" (C-47) which is black and machine-guns us. 
The helicopters transported troops. 

"At six in the morning they came to bomb. People came to 
tell us to leave our homes. They said the helicopters were trans- 
porting troops. We fled beneath the bombs, it was life or death. 
Where the helicopters landed they killed a man, 45, when he tried 
to run away. 

"The soldiers advanced to Mirandilla (Suchitoto), destroying 
everything in the houses they found like oots or containers. They 
burned clothes and houses too. But thank God no one was killed 
by the bombs, onlv the man they shot was killed . . . 

They come day and night to bomb, and lately the invasions 
have been every month or 15 days."

A Sister of Loretto, Mary Luke Tobin was an observer at Vatican Council II, 
superior of her community, and former president of the Leadership Conference of 
Women Religious. Presently she is coordinator of the Thomas Merton Center for 
Creative Exchange in Denver.
